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SCHOOL DIRECTORS’ REPORT 


The repairs and changes in school building the 
past year have been varied and not all the directors 
had wished to do. 


At the Bow there have been practically no re- 
pairs this year but some general repairs are planned 
for the coming year. 


The same was true of Ascutney until the fire of 
October 26. It was only by the quick thought and 
action of teacher and pupils and the instant response 
of the entire neighborhood that the building was 
saved, as they had it under control when the fire 
company arrived. The actual damage to building 
was covered by insurance and will be paid by insur- 
ance company on March 6. The furnace was pro- 
nounced unsafe and a new one of wood burning type 
installed; the former ventilating system was re- 
tained as it complied with state requirements for 
standard school and was not much injured. The 
building has been repaired and school was resumed 
in the usual room after the Christmas vacation. 


At the Luther-Lockwood school the plans of last 
year have been completed and state aid toward 
standardizing obtained. The children have shown 
a splendid spirit of helpfulness for which the di- 
rectors are thankful. They raised money in various 
ways and bought rope for their swings, paid express 
on state library and have added a first aid outfit. 
The standard plate will be sent very soon. 

Only minor repairs were done at Center and Up- 
ham schools. However, more or less extensive re- 
pairs are planned for both these schools the coming 
year. 

At Perkinsville just the usual items of upkeep 
this year. 
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The Stickney school was newly painted inside 
and some other small repairs made. 


The school at Amsden has been standardized 
and the plate is expected soon. Mr. Blake gave the 
inside games. The parents are co-operating splen- 
didly and have a flourishing P. T. A. The children 
have done the janitor work and turned the money in- 
to school fund. We have been unable to get the 
money for state aid on Amsden repairs before Feb. 
1st, as not all bills had been received in time. This 
will come later. 


We wish to thank the Mrasden Lime Co. and all 
who gave their cars for the Memorial exercises and 
all who have helped us in any way in the past year.

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PROCTOR PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The library has loaned during the last year 975 
books in addition to those taken out by the various 
schools, showing an increased interest in the library 
by those who use it. It is hoped that a larger num- 
ber of books will be called for by the schools in the 
future and that each teacher will see to it that her 
desk holds as many books as can be used.
